is not a cult nor a religion, hut is

grades and enters his first year of 
high school.

“In the same m anner after three 
years of junior high school work, 
he enters the senior high school 
well prepared for

without the feeling of jumping a 
gap. 
“He completes his senior high 
school work in three years, and if 
he so desires he can take adv antage 
of the same system in entering his 
college years by attending junior 
college. 
“There was a grav e problem in 
the transference of 
the 
student 
from the high school 
to 
college. 
There was too much of the feeling 
among students that they were go­ 
ing to college 
because 
‘it 
was 
done.’ 
“They were going w ithout definite 
aim—just four years 
of 
college, 
that was all. 
“Junior college 
can 
assist the

It is estimated there are 33 vot­ 
ers in the territory. 
Petitions for 
the annexation have been signed 
by 21 and it is known that some 
others favor the move. In order to 
expedite matters, the council will 
meet in adjourned 
session 
next 
Thursday when steps to call the 
election will be taken. The election 
will probably be held Feb. 13. 
One of the most important fear 
tures of the extension will be the 
inclusion of the Mexican colony of 
about 60 families at the head 
of 
Lemon 
street. 
Leading citizens 
have

for

time 
that the city must soner or later 
include this territory for the best 
of colony and city. 
Epidemics of
